WASHINGTON, Oct. SO.—Govern- 


ment machinery is primed and set 
today to deal with the strike of half 
a million soft coal miners which is 
called for Saturday. 


After a policy of patience, with 


the hope-that the catastrophe would 
be avoided, agencies of the govern- 
ment came to the fore 
when 


miners' organization at Indianapo- 
lis, by failing to withdraw the strike 
order, placed the cosintry face 
to 


face with the prospects of a dearth 
of fuel at the approach of winter and 
the idleness of a vast horde ofwork- 
mcn.

Means for the protection of the

"The illegality of this strike can 


and will be established without im- 
pairing in any way

right to strike, and the general right 
to strike is not in issue in any sense 
whatever in the present situation. 


This is true because of the cir- 


cumstances differentiate

case 


from the case of any other strike 
that has taken place in the country. 
It does not follow that every strike 
is lawful merely because the right to 
strike is recognized to exist. Every 
case must stand upon its own bot- 
tom and be governed by its 
own.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Oct. 30.—

coming more general for action, by 
jhe federal government to take a 
Jand in stamping oat the use of 
habit-forming drugs. 


The facts regarding the traffic in 


narcotic drags in the United States 
are startling. A report, made to the 
secretary of the treasury last Marcn 
estimated a total number of 1,000,- 
OuO drug "ifiends" 
or, 
in other 


\vords, that one out of every 100 
Amen can citizens is a user of drugs. 


At the time the investigation was 


made by a special committee repre- 
senting the secretary of the treasury 
prohibition was in force in only a 
small number of states. With war- 
time prohibition now IB effect, to be 
followed next January by permanent 
prohibition, it is expected-that the 
use of drugs will increase. Of course, 
it will be claimed that this is a time 
•norn anti-prohibition argument. But 
officials who are charged with the 
duty of enforcing the narcotic laws 
of the country claim that 
many 


drunkards, as soon as they are un- 
able to obtain alcoholic stimulants, 
will turn to the use of drugs. 


law is Stringent 


There is already on the statute! 


books of the nation a law considered 
sufficiently stringent to keep down 
the use of drugs to a minimum. But 
the officials dare not enforce it rig- 
idly. This is the (Harrison anti-nar- 
cotic law. When this law was first 
enacted it contained a loophole by 
which it was not a hard matter to 
obtain drugs. This law was amend- 
ed on Feb. 24, 1919, so that now it 
as declared that there is no^lawful 
way by which habit-forming drugs 
can now be sold to addicts. 


Exceptional care, however must be 


i exercised in enforcing the Harriw>u 


[ anti-narcotic law as amended, ac- 
cording to the bureau of 
internal 


revenue. In an order to collectors of 
internal revenue, 
revenue 
agents 


and others the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue says that the enforce- 
ment of the law "has produced a 
condition with regard to the treat- 
ment and care of narcotic addict? 
that calls for exceptionally careful 
and rational handling. 
The vigor- 


ous enforcement of this law must 
be earned out in such a. manner as 
not to produce unwarranted suffer- 
ing on the part of addicts." 


Incurables Exempt 


The order then goes on to point 


out that in cases of bona fide in- 


, curable diseases, such 
as 
cancer, 


advanced tuberculosis, etc., the en- 
forcement of the law will not be 
a hard matter, as in such cases it 


! is legitimate to use drugs for strict- 
ly medical purposes.
